Conference Held on Saturday At 
University of Alberta, Results 


in Favorable Decision 
All that is now necessary to com- 
mence the formation of a Western 


Universities Battalion is the consent 
of the Minister of Militia. The pro- 
oysal to form such a unit started in 

Vinnipog University some weelts ago, 
when some of the professors and the 
student body there thought such a 
movement could be carried out, Rep- 
resentatives of that university made a 
trip through the three other western 
provinces and after visiting the Sas- 
hatchewan and British Columbia seats 
of learning, a conference was held 
here on Saturday, when it was un- 
animously agreed to offer to ruise a 
battalion from western universities 
and colleges. 

Those present at Saturday's confer- 
ence were Chancellor Stuart, Presi- 
dent Tory, Capt. MeLeod, Capt, Kil- 
lam, Lieut. Brown ond Mr, White, re- 
presenting the University of Alberta, 
President Westbrook, Prof. Robinson 
aud Mr. Mulhurn of the University of 
British Columbia; Capt. McWilliams 
and Capt. Wilson, of the University of 
Manitoba; Mr. Freer; of the Universi- 
ty of Saskatchewan, and Capt. Miller 
of Brandon Cellege.

Report of Heavy Casualties 
In Western Troops Incorrect 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, Jan, 16—The story published on Saturday on the 
authority of cable despaiches that there were severe! hundred 
casualties among the Canadians, principally in the 8rd C.M.R, 
and the 81st battalion, Calgary and Edmonton, is without foun- 
dation, General Hughes on hearing of the story promptly cabled 
to General Carson in London for a report. The reply received to- 
day is that there is no truth in it. There has been only the usual 
number of casualties among the Canadians for weeks past, name 
ly, a dozen or so per day, mostly from snipers, 

It is presumed the mistake was made in confusing the month- 
ly list of casualties published in England’ with the list for one day. 
It is probable steps will be taken to see that there will be no re- 
petition of any sueh scare story being allowed to get past the 
censors, 

At a late hour tonight General Alderson, commander of the 
first Canadian division, also cabled that the report was without 
foundation,
